James Buckley '48, Dave Huneryager 74, 

Paula (Kline) Weill '92, and Terry Taphorn 73 each had their own 
moment in the spotlight as they were inducted into the College's 
Sports Hall of Fame on Saturday night. 

While at SJC, Buckley played basketball under Coach Joe 
Dienhardt and served as class president from 1946-1947. Since 
graduating, James has dedicated his life to coaching and 
education. Buckley was a member of the Alumni Association 
Board of Directors at SJC and is a Fellow of the College. He 
received the Alumni Service Award in 1977. He currently resides 
in Munster, Ind., and has two children, Mary Kay and Tim 73; six 
grandchildren: Megan '97, Katie, Sarah, Dan, Shannan, and Tim; 
and two great-grandchildren, Catherine Mary and Charles J ames. 


Huneryager was a member of the All-Indiana Collegiate 
Conference team in 1973 and 1974 and played in a total of 80 
games. In 1974, theteam made its second NCAA appearance in the 
school's history. He currently ranks 18th all-time in scoring, and 
during his three years starting the team went 53-27. Huneryager 
is currently the President and CEO of 
theTennesseeTrucking Association and 
is happily married to Linda. They have 
two children, Kyle and Kelly, and two 
granddaughters, Naylene and Katelyn. 
They live in Spring Hill, Tenn. 

Weill was a member of the women's 
basketball team and while at SJC she 
played in 117 games, including three 
GLVC championships, three NCAA 
qualifiers, and two NCAA Elite Eights. 
She was AII-GLVC in 1991 and 1992 and 
holds the SJC single season record for 
steals and is third all-time in assists. 
Weill is also ranked ninth in blocked 
shots and 18th in scoring. She currently 
resides in Huntington, Ind. and works 
at British Aerospace and Engineering 
(BAE) Systems in Fort Wayne, Ind. as a 
Financial Systems Analyst. She has been 
married to J oe Weill for 13 years and has 
two children, Ashley and Matthew. 

Taphorn was a member of the 1971 All- 
Indiana Collegiate Conference team 
and was selected to the SJC All-Century 
team as a left tackle in 1991. In 1972, 
he was named a team captain and was 
an Outstanding College Athlete Award 
winner. Taphorn received All-Conference 
honors in 1970,1971, and 1972, and was 
a recipient of the SJC football team's 
Leadership Award. He was also named 
the team's Most Valuable Lineman. He 
is currently a U.S. History teacher and 
the Varsity Defensive Coordinator at 
Cathedral High School in Indianapolis. 
He has been married to DiAnn since 1978 
and they have two children, Brad and Nick. 

Originating in 1969, the Sports Hall of Fame aims to recognize 
athletic achievement during the recipient's time at the College, 
as well as athletic involvement and achievements beyond 
SJC. "Induction into the Sports Hall of Fame is a tremendous 
honor. The Sports Hall of Fame committee meets several times 
throughout the year reviewing nominations and takes great care 
in making selections. We are as thankful for their diligent work 
as we are the talents of our student athletes," said Director of 
Alumni and Parent Relations Kendra Illingworth '93.

Welcomes New President 


The Saint Joseph's College Board of Trustees has named 
Dr. F. Dennis Riegelnegg as the College's next president, 
culminating a seven month search. 

Riegelnegg took office July 1 as the College's third lay 
president and the 17th president of SJC, succeeding the 
eight-year tenure of Dr. Ernest R. Mills III. 

"My wife Patti and I are very excited about becoming part 
of the SJ C community. We find SJ C to be a very cordial and 
accepting community and a place where we want to be," said 
Riegelnegg. "Faith, family, and community are extremely 
important. SJC has a great Catholic tradition thanks to the 
Missionaries of the Precious Blood, and having been a part 
of a Franciscan institution for 13 years has reinforced for me 
the importance of an education based in Catholic values." 

Riegelnegg spent 13 years as Vice President for Student 
Development and Community Development at Saint Francis 
University in Loretto, Pennsylvania. While there he was 
also responsible for enrollment management. Riegelnegg 
also has extensive consulting and evaluation experience 
with the Middle States Commission on Higher Education, 
an accreditation agency in which he served as a Reviewer. 
Riegelnegg served as a Reviewer at the following institutions: 
Bloomfield College, Roberts Wesleyan College, Universidad 
del Turabo, American University of Puerto Rico, Flostos 
Community College, Saint Peter's University, and American 
University of Beirut, which was the first-ever review for the 
university. 

"With a proven track record in higher education, Dr. 
Riegelnegg makes for an excellent addition to the SJC 
family," Chairman of the Board Larry Laudick '69 said in 
announcing Riegelnegg's appointment. "I'd like to thank 
the committee and thecommunity fortheir help during this 
process. Dr. Riegelnegg is extremely qualified to build upon 
Dr. Mills' legacy and will undoubtedly position the College 
for continued growth and excellence in the coming years." 



Someone who thrives on creating lasting relationships, 
Riegelnegg is extremely interested in advancing the mission 
and success of SJC. "I will form goals with the campus 
community with an eye for maintaining the traditions of 
the College and developing curriculum that ensures SJC's 
responsiveness to new developments in education. I want 
to be involved in work that will allow me to help provide an 
education that will change the lives of students in profound 
ways," said Riegelnegg. 

Riegelnegg looks to place emphasis at the start of his 
presidency on enrollment, both recruitment and retention, 
fundraising, and the telling of the SJ C story. "At St. Francis 
University we not only developed an 'institution,' but an 
entire community. I look forward to doing the same at SJ C," 
commented Riegelnegg. 

Riegelnegg earned a doctorate in Administration and 
Policy Studies in Higher Education from the University of 
Pittsburgh; a master's degree in Guidance and Counseling, 
and a bachelor of arts degree in Political Science, along with 
teaching certification in secondary education from Slippery 
Rock University of Pennsylvania.

Arreguin attended the Inauguration as part of the 
University Presidential Inaugural Conference and received 
the invitation to the Conference for having attended the 
National Youth Leadership on Law in high school. Arreguin's 
group, which consisted of 5,000 college students, made up 
justone third ofthe 15,000 total - including elementary and 
high school - students that participated. 

Arreguin greatly enjoyed his experience in D.C. "The 
day of the Inauguration was actually my favorite out of 
the days I was there, because we were finally allowed to 
go out on our own and do our own thing. The rest of the 
Conference we were all on a tight schedule, so Tuesday 
was a big relief and very enjoyable." One of the other 
events Arreguin attended was a Black Tie Gala Inaugural 
Ball at the Smithsonian Museum on the National Mall. The 
conference, which featured keynote speakers Al Gore and 
General Colin L. Powell, also included speeches from White 
House veterans, press secretaries, political insiders, speech 
writers, presidential historians, policy makers, and political 
documentary filmmakers. 

So what did Arreguin gain from his experience in 
Washington? "The biggest thing was I got to see politics 
in action. It was just a very exciting experience getting to 
witness a new president being sworn into office and seeing 
a large variety of people uniting for a common a cause." 
Arreguin plans on attending law school after graduation 
from SJ C. 


When Barack Obama was sworn into office on J anuary 20, 
2009, it marked an historic event in our nation's history that 
brought to light just how far the United States has come in 
its brief, yet glorious history.

"You are only allowed to submit 
a 250-word abstract and that was nerve-wracking," said Santangelo. His nerves 
subsided immensely after receiving the news his paper had been accepted. "I was so 
happy. I always thought that if graduate school didn't pan out, I would at least like to 
be published. With the paper being accepted to the conference, I figured it could only 
help with my acceptance into graduate school," commented Santangelo. 

Santangelo's goals and dreams haveonly continued to pick up steam si nee first penning 
his paper. Santangelo has been accepted into the Master of Letters in Shakespeare and 
Renaissance Literature in Performance program at Mary Baldwin College in Staunton, 
Virginia.

For the second straight year, Associate Professor of 
Management and Marketing Teresa Massoels '89 assigned 
her Marketing Management class the task of creating 
and marketing "Puma Poppers." "Puma Poppers" are a 
chocolate covered ball of peanut butter, sold in an effort to 
raise money for the American Cancer Society and to gain 
valuable experience on how to run a business. 

"I wanted to revamp the ‘Puma Popper' program because I 
was trying to come up with a project that the students had 
to participate in on every business level," said Massoels. “I 
wanted them to know that they need to understand how the 
entire process works," she continued. 

The “Puma Popper" program was originally initiated by 
° Dr. Bill Hogan '74, who used it with the Business Club in 
the 1980s. It was a big hit on the SJC campus back then, 
and its appeal has carried over into the 21st century. 
Not only did Massoels have her class make and sell the 
product, but they also came up with different promotional 
venues, such as print, radio, and video ads. 

Another part of the project involved the students researching 
different non-profit organizations and giving presentations in 
class on why each organization should receive the profits. 
“This is probably the most emotional day of the semester. 
Listening to the students talk about all the organizations that 
need help is difficult, and then deciding which one is most 
deserving is even more difficult," said Massoels. "It took three 
class periods to discuss, vote, and come up with a consensus 
before finally deciding on the American Cancer Society." 

Kevin Duff '09 was the student who presented on behalf of 
the American Cancer Society. "I wanted to raise money for 
an organization that helped a broad spectrum of people. 
Once people found out who the money was going to, the 


‘Puma Poppers' sold themselves. People kept coming back 
and wanting more and that helped us exceed our goal of 
$700," said Duff. 

What Massoels wanted her students to take away from this 
experience was a sense of understanding of the involvement 
in a business. “They need to know what employees are 
going through before they can manage them. As far as 
the advertisement side of things, not everyone is going to 
graduate and go work for a big name company, but there 
are many smaller organizations that need their skills too," 
concluded Massoels. 


“From start to finish we did the marketing for the product 
with the creation of advertisements, made the product 
with our own hands, and sold them around campus. I plan 
on going into sales after graduation and this gave me an 
eye-opening experience on what I'll have to do in the real 
world," said Marissa Wartenberg '09.

PROJECT UPDATES: 

Chapel Complex Endowment: The Fellows of Saint J oseph's College set a fundraising goal of $1 million to establish the 
Chapel Complex Endowment. They were successful in attaining and exceeding the goal for this project within the 21st 
Century Campaign that ended J une 30, 2008. When all pledges are paid in full and the fund balance reaches its $1 million 
goal, 5% of the income generated annually (approximately $50,000+) will be used for maintenance and renovation needs 
of this sacred treasure, the Saint J oseph's Chapel - celebrating in 2009 the 100th anniversary of the laying of the corner¬ 
stone. Please note that donor pledge terms extend as far as 2013. Pledge collections for the full $1 million and recovery 
of the market for endowment investments will play a large part in when the renovations can begin. Temporary signage 
listing all contributors to the project has been located in the nave of the Chapel. 

As part of the Chapel Centennial Series, J ohn and Anne-Marie Egan played a four-hand piano recital on Saturday, J une 6, 
2009. The concert honored retiring SJ C President Ernest M ills III and his wife, Liz; Rev. Leonard Kostka, C.PP.S. '35; and 
Rev. Paul White, C.PP.S. '54.

Joins 1-Light 


Saint Joseph's College joined 1-Light, Indiana's high¬ 
speed statewide fiber optic network for higher education. 
1-Light provides Indiana colleges and universities digital 
communications at least 20 times faster than a typical home 
Internet connection. 

Through the use of 1-Light, Indiana colleges and universities 
can connect classrooms at distant locations with high- 
quality video-streaming; allow researchers to exchange 
large digital data files and access supercomputers and 
scientific data storage facilities at Indiana University 
and Purdue University; make possible multi-campus 
collaborative research projects; and enable the use of high- 
definition videoconferencing. 

Since Saint Joseph's College joined 1-Light its bandwidth 
usage of the commodity Internet has increased 300 
percent. The College increased its capability from nineto 50 
megabits per second for the commodity Internet and to one 
gigabit (GB) per second for research and education. The 
1GB research and education 
connection allows Saint 
Joseph's and other Indiana 
colleges and universities to 
use computing resources 
in ways previously not 
possible, including live and 
virtual instruction. 

1-Light consists of more 
than 1,000 miles of fiber¬ 
optic cable that reaches 
every corner of the state, 
and is larger, per capita, 
than similar networks in 
neighboring states. The 
1-Light network currently 
transmits traffic among 32 
universities and colleges across Indiana, and between those 
campuses and the Internet, as well as to national research 
networks such as Internet2 and National LambdaRail. 

"Saint J oseph's College is pleased to have joined 1-Light. We 
are excited about the potential our newly expanded capacity 
brings to enhance academic programs, and to strengthen 
our ability to provide better technological services to 
students and staff," said Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs MaryAnn J anosik. 

IU and Purdue University jointly manage and operate 1-Light 
via the IU Global Research Network Operations Center 
and are responsible for providing networking engineering 
support. Each university also provides technical and 


educational resources to other institutions through the 
high-speed network. 

"The 1-Light network allows Indiana's colleges and 
universities public and private, large and small, to connect 
at data rates 10s of times faster than before," said IU 
President Michael McRobbie. "It greatly strengthens 
the ability of all these campuses to provide an excellent 
education to their students by providing rapid access to 
the most advanced sources of information worldwide and 
to the most advanced collaborative tools." 

Indiana Sen. Brandt Hershman (R-Wheatfield) said that 
the State of Indiana continues to make progress toward 
connecting all higher education institutions in Indiana to 
the network. 

"This expansion helps position Indiana as a national 
leader in high-speed networking in support of teaching, 
learning, and inter-institutional collaboration — activities 

that will help fuel Indiana's 
economy," Sen. Hershman 
said. 

Vince Lucas, Director of 
Computing Services at SJC 
sees the 1-Light project as 
a starting point for many 
upgrades on campus. 
"Our migration to 1-Light 
is one of a series of steps 
that we would like to take 
to improve our campus 
network and computing 
infrastructure. We are also 
working on upgrades to 
our wireless network and 
are reviewing our campus 
computing infrastructure 
to identify ways to improve the reliability of key computer 
applications." 

1-Light was launched in 1999 with a $5.3 million state 
appropriation by the Indiana General Assembly. The 
initial network, which connected IU Bloomington, Purdue 
University in West Lafayette, and IUPUI, launched in 
December 2001. In November 2005, Indiana Gov. Mitch 
Daniels announced funding to expand 1-Light to the state's 
colleges and universities to support research and education. 
The statewide expansion was completed in J une 2008.

By the end 
of the poem, Darius sees a light at the end of the tunnel, a 
newfound hope that will hopefully lead him down a straight 
and fulfilling path out of the CCJTDC. 


I hope that God gives me the 
insight to start this new 
journey on a road of 
prosperity that I call my 
life. 

This is the job of Fr. David Kelly, C.PP.S. 77, Executive 
Director of the Precious Blood Center in Chicago. By helping 
troubled youth from Chicago's violent Back of the Yards 
neighborhood find a way to map their feelings and giving 
them a reason to want to reform, Fr. Kelly has been able to 
rehabilitate countless youth who have gotten into trouble 
or found themselves victims of a violent system. Drumming 
circles are one of the ways Fr. Kelly helps residents at the 
CCJTDC cope with their feelings. A few members of the 
Precious Blood Center staff get together with fifteen or more 
of the residents, and together they share their stories and 
interact in a safe and encouraging setting, a stark contrast 
to the violent streets of Chicago they grew up on. 

"Our ministry (the C.PP.S.) is to stand in the midst of the 
struggles. They are the struggles of violence that happen 
too regularly and the struggles of not having adequate food 
in the house," said Fr. Kelly. "We cannot fix the problems, 
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Youth from a Hell on Earth 


but we can accompany those who are affected. We can 
be witness to the presence of God, even in the midst of 
suffering. Of course, we cannot do it through word alone. 
We also have to tend to their needs: soothing those in pain, 
feeding those who are hungry, and accompanying those 
who are lost." 

Besides the drum circles, the Precious Blood Center staff 
also devises other means of helping these children and 
their families cope with their problems. For example, the 
staff celebrates an annual Mass of Flope and Healing with 
families who have lost a loved one to violence. Recognizing 
that the Mass offers a special place to connect their stories 
to the suffering of Christ, these families are able to continue 
their journey of hope and healing. The Mass is presided 
over by Bishop Gustavo Garcia-Siller, the Auxiliary Bishop 
of Chicago. 

Another way of rehabilitating youth is allowing the kids to 
work at something from which they could benefit. One such 
case involved Lowdell L., a young man who is a regular part of 
the Center. Lowdell was given a garden along the side of the 


building and some seeds to plant. Lowdell was put in charge 
of the garden and its crops, which included cucumbers, 
peppers, tomatoes, celery, and a variety of other vegetables. 
Lowdell put a lot of effort into the upkeep of the garden, and 
when the vegetables were finished growing he was allowed to 
take some of them home to his family. Lowdell faced many 
challenges in his work, including being beaten up by some 
gang members on one of his dangerous walks to the Center. 
But his determination and hard work paid off, and the pride 
and self-confidence he gained from the experience proved to 
be worth the hard work. 

Last year, the Precious Blood Ministry of Reconciliation 
(PBMR) received an award for its work in restorative 
justice. Fox News anchor Robin Robinson, the master of 
ceremonies, said that the Precious Blood Center worked to 
bring restorative justice to both youth in the community 
and youth in the detention center. She then went on to say 
that restorative justice was being advanced through the 
activities and passion of the PBMR.

Turner was promoted to interim coach in August of 2008 
for an SJC women's basketball team that featured nine 
freshmen and one sophomore. The team showed flashes of 
excellence throughout the season as everyone adjusted to 
the new style of play. 

"We believe that Brandon has proven his ability to coach 
at this level," said Massoels. "Our program is moving in a 
positive direction, we are a young team, and they will be 
a successful team in the years to come," added Massoels.

Softball and Baseball Conclude Their Seasons 


The softball team posted an impressive season as the right 
blend of experienced seniors and talented freshmen took a 
Great Lakes Valley Conference pre-season ranking of 10th 
and jolted up the standings from the opening week. 

Overall it was a record breaking year for Sara Somogyi '09, 
who further solidified herself as the best pitcher in SJC 
history. Her 23-9 record this season was a single-season 
record for most wins in a season and earned her a selection 
on the GLVC All-Conference first team. 

J oining Somogyi on the All-Conference first team were two 
talented freshmen that offensively had two of the better 
seasons in the GLVC. With a .349 batting average, Rachel 
Weaver and Brittnie Boerema finished with two of the top 
six batting averages in the conference. Boerema also led the 
conference in doubles with 18on theseason while throwing 
out the most base runners this season. 

The 29 wins this season broke a school record for most 
wins in a season and their 15 GLVC victories earned the 
Pumas a spot as the fourth seed in the GLVC tournament. 
Unfortunately, the season ended abruptly as Lewis 
and Bellarmine eliminated SJC during the first day of 
competition. The eventual champion Northern Kentucky 
was swept by the Pumas during the regular season. 


"I have had a fun time coaching this team," said head coach 
Frank Wilkins who earned his 200th career victory earlier in 
the season. "We have a great mix of players and I am excited 
to see what the future will bring for them and Saint J oseph's 
College." 

The baseball team started the season with a ranking inside 
the top 30 of most major national polls and the Pumas 
backed up their ranking with an impressive offensive ability 
that earned them victories over other nationally ranked 
teams including a sweep of last season's national runner up 
Ouachita Baptist. 

However, the season turned as the Pumas lost three straight 
games to end their annual spring trip in Florida. SJ C started 
the season with 25 straight games away from Gil Hodges 
Field, posting a 14-11 mark after winning nine of their first 
12 games. 

Battling through the difficult Great Lakes Valley Conference, 
SJ C could not gain much traction and finished the season in 
fourth place in the GLVC East standings, missing the GLVC 
tournament.

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Two Pumas Named to GLVC Hall of Fame 


The Great Lakes Valley Conference (GLVC) has inducted Saint 
Joseph's College's Angela Hupfer '00 and Mary Reid '00 into 
the GLVC Hall of Fame. The 2009 GLVC Hall of Fame Class was 
honored at the Enterprise Rent-A-Car GLVC Spring Banquet in 
St. Louis on May 19. 

Hupfer graduated from Saint Joseph's College in 2000 as 
oneofthe most prolific scorers in GLVC women's basketball 
history. Hupfer posted 2,510 points while starring for 
the Pumas from 1996-2000 and averaged 23.2 points per 
game. She is the only Puma to be selected to the women's 
basketball AII-GLVC team all four years and was a first-team 
selection on three occasions. Hupfer led the Pumas to the 
GLVC Tournament on two separate occasions and started 
all but four games for SJC in her career. She was named as 
the GLVC Player of the Year in her junior season and was 
the national scoring leader for all divisions after averaging 
30.6 points per game. She earned All-American accolades 
in her senior campaign and averaged 25.3 points per game 
to claim the NCAA Division II scoring crown. Hupfer holds 
GLVC career records in scoring (1,896), scoring average 
(23.7 ppg) and field goals made (590) and holds the single 
season mark for scoring average (31.2 ppg), scoring (684), 
field goals made (261) and rebounds (240). She ranks in 
the top ten in seven different career categories at SJC and 
was named the 2000 female recipient of the GLVC Richard 


F. Scharf Paragon Award. Hupfer is a Personal Banker for 
Americana Bank and resides in Fishers, Indiana. 

Reid is the first women's soccer player to be inducted into 
the GLVC Hall of Fame and the deserving honor follows a 
stellar four-year career for SJC. Reid, a 2000 graduate of 
the institution, led the Pumas to a 70-14-6 record during 
her tenure and helped her teams claim a pair of GLVC 
Championships in 1996 and 1997. In addition, the Pumas 
earned a berth to the GLVC tournament in each of her 
four seasons. She is the only SJC soccer player to earn AII- 
GLVC honors on four separate occasions and she earned 
first-team AII-GLVC honors three times. Reid also earned 
all-region honors three times and was named a third-team 
All-American in 1999. She is the SJ C career record holder for 
goals and assists, having compiled 65 goals and 38 assists 
in her four seasons. Reid is also the school's single-season 
record holder for goals as she posted 21 in her freshman 
season. She also holds the school's single-season mark 
for assists, having compiled 16 in her junior season. Reid 
currently serves as Dean of Students and is a Physical 
Education teacher at Saint Francis DeSales High School in 
Chicago. She lives in Whiting, Indiana.
